MALICIOUS INTERFERENCE CHARGE RESULTS 
_INOVERPOWER OPERATION FINE 

al eged intentional interference incident, Eugene B. 
iy d W4BRB, of West Palm Beach, Florida, has been 
ybY the FCC for overpower operation in the 40-meter 
d. Sykes (who holds an Extra Class ticket) is located 
about 300 feet from another amateur, W4PZV, Henry Luhrman. 
The close proximity of their two operations eventually caused 
problems and erupted into charges of interference and 
harrassment. 

Sykes was detected on 7123.37 KHz — a Novice frequency where 
power is restricted to 250 watts — running in excess of 540 watts 
output. Luhrman said that the second harmonic interfered with his 
20-meter phone transmissions and that when he moved his 
frequency, Sykes would make a corresponding adjustment at 40- 
meters to deliberately interfere with him. The Ft. Lauderdale and 
Miami FCC office determined the power output by measuring 
power during a station inspection and comparing field strength 
readings on a spectrum analyzer. The FCC said they address ‘‘the 
concrete Part 97.67(d) violation” rather than the alleged malicious 
interference charge. ‘‘Overpower operation is easily provable in 
the field while deliberate interference is a different and harder 
charge to justify,”’ I was told.

ARRL TO FCC — ‘‘NO-CODE — NO WAY!” 

Responding to overwhelming opposition to the concept of a no-- 
code license by the membership, the ARRL Board of Directors 
voted at the Board Meeting last week to file comments stating in 
the strongest possible manner the opposition of the League to the 
no-code proposal. This is the statement adopted by the Board ex- 
plaining the position taken. 

“7. The Board initially registered opposition to the concept of a 
codeless license when it was first raised, citing amateur opinion 
disclosed by the LRPC Florida State Survey. 

“2 Following issuance of Docket 83-28, and up to the time of this 
Board Meeting, ARRL has maintained an essentially neutral 
stance, editorially, in’ correspondence and in discussions. ARRL 
leadership, to this point, has refrained from attempts to direct or 
prejudice membership response. 

“3 Membership opinion continues to be overwhelmingly op- 
posed to dropping the code requirement. Any tolerance for a no- 
code license appears to arise more from atceptance of its 
presumed inevitability than acknowledgement of any intrinsic 
benefits perceived for the Amateur Radio Service... 

“4 Board discussions in depth have led to the conclusion that no 
satisfactory compromise formula for a codeless license can be 
established in the foreseeable future. Considering the obligation of 
the Amateur Radio Service to its public service commitments and 
disciplined use of the radio spectrum, the board has no alternative 
but to reject the proposal. 

“5 The board is keenly aware of the desirability of encouraging 
more people, particularly young persons, to join the ranks of 
Amateur Radio. It is only the method proposed by the Commission 
that is unacceptable. For its part the Board will continue to seek to 
improve and extend ARRL programs to reach and support the 
entry of newcomers to Amateur Radio.

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GUEST EDITORIAL

The deadline for comments on the no-code license is June 28th. 
All hams are urged to write to their elected national represen- 
tatives including our two Florida Senators, Lawton Chiles and 
Paula Hawkins. They can be reached via United States Senate; 
Washington, DC 20510. There has been a big increase in the volume 
of mail going to Washington lately and I hope this will make a mark 
on our elected representatives. There is a feeling among some that 
the FCC comment period is a charade after which the FCC will 
make a ruling favorable to the no-code enthusiasts, mainly because 
interests who stand to gain a large market at the expense of 
lowered standards. Under present laws, however, Congress can 
overrule the actions of any government agency. 

With the recent disclosures of improprieties within the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency (which is an _ ad- 
ministrative/appointive agency like the FCC), there is ample 
reason to be skeptical about the motives of many bureaucrats who 
are trying to please the special interests. Hopefully, by making our 
opinions known to Congress, we can overcome this problem. If the 
volume of mail continues to increase as it has in the past few weeks, 
there is little doubt that we can blow the doors off of those trying to 
sell us a bill of goods in the form of the codeless license! 

I urge everyone to exercise his and her constitutional right to be 
heard by our elected representatives. Letters need not be long and 
this is one of the most important issues ever to hit (or be forced 
upon) amateur radio. Take the time and write! Do it soon before 
June 28th. Since that date is just after Field Day, some clubs are 
asking their members to write and then bring a copy of their 
comments to Field Day for posting. It’s a good tie-in and I hope the 
clubs throughout Florida will respond to this challenge of knocking 
the codeless license out of the box. We can do it but only if the 
volume of protests continues to rise. Also write your local House 
member at U.S. House of Representatives, Washington, DC 20515.

D : SPACE has been given for this fall. General James Abramson,

Assistant Administrator of N.A.S.A., has signed the authorization 
which will permit Dr. Owen Garriott, W5LFL, to operate a 2 meter 
FM Amateur Radio station during the STS-9/Spacelab mission. The 
General approved a plan submitted jointly by the A.R.R.L. and 


AMSAT with only one slight technical reservation: that the 


equipment used for the Amateur operation not interfere with any 
other system on board Spacelab or the Columbia orbiter. 

The League has already promised to supply the necessary gear 
which it describes as ‘‘a black box transceiver.’’ Plans call for Dr. 
Garriott to operate for about 1 hour a day during his leisure time, 
periods. All operations will be simplex in the lower 2HMz of the 
band, but away from repeater subbands and satellite / weak-signal 
work frequencies. One reason for keeping W5LFL’s operation 
below 146 MHz is that, except for Region Two, most of the world’s 
Amateurs are only authorized the lower two Megahertz. Since this 
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has been dubbed an “‘A.R.R.L.-sponsored worldwide good will 
mission,’’ the choice of frequencies that will give Amateurs in other 
countries a chance to work Dr. Garriott is very important. The 
League is working closely with AMSAT to develop the needed 
operating protocol which will permit as many Hams as possible to 
work this first DXpedition into space without the problems that so 
often plague similar operations on the ground. 

Much discipline on the part of ground-based operators will be 
necessary if Dr. Garriott is to be able to contact a large number of 
stations from Spacelab. QRM and ‘‘20 meter-type pileups’’ should 
be avoided if at all possible. As this is written, only a delay in the 
scheduled September 30th launch of STS-9 or a technical problem 
with the equipment might sidetrack or delay the Amateur 
operation. 

It appears that all other hurdles have been cleared away through 
the joint efforts of League President W4KFC, General Manager 
K1ZZ, Satellite Coordinator W9KDR, Bill Tynan-W3X0O of AMSAT, 
Dick Fenner-W5AVI of the Space Center A.R.C., Roy Neal-K6DUE 
of N.B.C. News and the administration at N.A.S.A. The historic 
operation will be documented as a Key part of the upcoming ARRL 
videotape presentation ‘‘Amateur Radio’s New Frontier” to be 
produced and hosted by K6DUE.

AYNE GREEN CRIED “‘OUCH!”’

while respondin : ; 

First, if you remember, this column chided Wayne for failing to 
print a report we’d sent to him for his letters column in 73 
magazine. That report had been of an Army MARS evaluation of 
CW; it said that CW was consistently getting messages through 
when sideband and RTTY were not. And we had suggested that this 
report be printed in 73’s letters column, so that readers might be 
shown both sides of the pro-anti-CW question. 

Wayne’s letter defends his failure by passing responsibility to a 
“staffer’’ who ‘‘judged’’ the material to be ‘‘without merit.” 
(Evidently, these ‘‘staffers”’ are trained to judge factual reports by 
“merit” instead of accuracy.) Therefore, Wayne explains, he 
never got to read the letter and couldn’t answer it. 

Answer it? Who asked Wayne to answer anything? My letter to 73 
hadn’t requested an answer. Nor had this column complained of 
any lack of an answer. We had ridiculed him for failing to PRINT 
the material, for hiding from his readers a report that might in- 
validate his own anti-CW polemics. 

And now you know why Wayne Green keeps forever complaining 
that people misquote him: he doesn’t know what he’s reading! If 
you debate with him, you’ll find yourself repeating, “‘That’s not 
what I said, Wayne.” Well. . . what I said, Wayne was, ‘‘Evidently 
(Wayne) only has the courage to give exposure to two kinds of 
letters: (1) those which agree with him or (2) those which disagree 
so foolishly that they make him seem reasonable by contrast.’’ 
That’s “‘give exposure to,” Wayne, not, ‘‘answer,” and I still stand 
behind that statement. 

Since Wayne’s letter to us covers more than two single-spaced 
pages, we can’t fit it in here. It just runs on and on, responding to 
things that nobody said and calling them smears, prattling about 
what a busy executive he is, listing his travel itinerary and 
programs for new magazines, and accusing those who oppose him 
of being ‘‘fuddy-duddies.”’ If you’ve read any of his public-matryr 
defensive stuff in 73, you know the whole routine — there’s nothing 
new here. 

What’s to be learned from Wayne’s behavior? Perhaps this: Ham 
radio is supposed to be fun. The moment a Ham gets his ego 
soldered into his equipment, he becomes a detriment to the hobby, 
a source of annoyance. Well ... if that described Wayne Green, 
what would you say about all those vocal, resentful Hams who are 
forever taking Wayne Green seriously? 


OPERATING CUSTOMS AND PROTOCOLS FOR TRAFFIC 
NETS 
By Phil O’Dwyer, WF 4X, STM North Florida 

Last month we covered the “QNY”’ procedure to show how a 
receiving station is sent off of the net frequency and he selects the 
new frequency and then calls the transmitting station. He must find 
a fairly clear one so don’t expect him to be exactly where the NCS 
sent him! After the traffic is passed, both stations return to the net 
frequency and send their calls (or call suffixes) and the NCS 
acknowledges by repeating your transmissions. If there was a 
problem, let the NCS know so he can take further action. 

~~ On SSB it is not uncommon for the “QNY” procedure to be 
reversed when one of the stations suggests that the station with the 
“biggest’’ signal select the frequency and do the calling: However, 
don’t forget to make sure that the frequency is satisfactory for the 
receiving station. 

In some cases, the NCS may elect to reverse the procedure by 
sending “QNV” to the transmitting station who then calls the 
receiving station on net frequency and, after contact is established, 
moved him off and passes the traffic. Alternatively, the NCS may 
decide to pass the traffic on net frequency, by sending ‘‘QNK’’ to 
the transmitting station who should proceed to pass the traffic after 
getting a ‘‘QRV” from the receiving station.
